PLAN FOLLOWED 
IN SOME LOCALITIES 


Interest is growing here in a plan 
lor opening a “barter and exchange” 
headquarters, similar to those which 
have been so successfully operating 
in the west. Leaders in the move­ 
ment are studying the different 
plans before presenting any con­ 
crete proposition. 
McKeesport is the first city in 
western 
Pennsylvania to embark 
upon the idea in a big way. 
Mc­ 
Keesport began operations yester­ 
day. 
Sponsors had no trouble in 
securing a large storeroom, rent free. 
Thirteen volunteer clerks and steno­ 
graphers from among the ranks of 
the unemployed, took up the work 
of registrations. 
About 200 applicants were regis­ 
tered the first day. The exchange 
will not start to function until there 
is an enrollment of 1000, which it is 
believed will be completed by the 
end of this week. 
The details of the plan have not 
yet been published, but it will in­ 
volve some method of issuing scrip 
in place of money for services. In 
many of the western cities where 
the plan is in operation scrip is is­ 
sued on which each person places 
either a two or three cent stamp 
when it passes through his hands. 
For instance if the denomination 
of the scrip is $1, it is redeemed in 
cash when 51 two cent stamps have 
been placed upon it. One stamp pays 
expenses of printing the scrip and 
stamp. 
This scrip is passed from 
one person to another for services 
and goods, the same as money. 
When the 51 stamps are attached 
it is turned into money. 
The method by which the scrip is 
started, is not yet clear to those who 
are studying the situation here, but 
it is expected that it will be worked 
out soon. 
It will be necessary to 
have some kind of a guarantee that 
the scrip will be redeemed. It will 
be comparatively easy after the plan 
gets started. 
There is no question but that 
thousands of dollars worth of work 
and trade can be carried on by the 
scrip method once it gets under way. j

Struck By Automobile As 
He Is Crossing North 
Liberty Street 


Clyde H. McKim of Wampum was 
driving the car of C. F. Morrow of 
Wampum, north on North Liberty 
street at Cherry street this morn­ 
ing as W. J. Walker, aged 73, of 714 
Young street, was walking across 
North Liberty street from the west 
to the east side of the street. 
According to the statement made 
by Mr. McKim to the police, Mr.
